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Anglian Water fined 
& 150 k for pollution 


Plaque 

marks 

witch’s 

demise 

SPOOKY tales of a 
village’s past were 
recalled as a plaque 
was unveiled to 
commemorate a 
woman reputed to 
have been a witch. 
Burwell History 
Society arranged a 
Hallowe’en walk to 
coincide with the 
plaque ceremony. 

The plaque, the 
seventh to have been 
installed by the 
society, marks the 
site of Judy’s Hole - a 
filled-in clay pit where 
Judy Finch, known as 
a “wise woman” or a 
witch once lived. 

Local folklore 
suggests that she 
may have drowned in 
the pit. Her cottage 
nearby has since 
fallen down. 

Members of the 
society, led by Pat 
Kilbey, told spooky 
tales about the village 
during a walk which 
concluded with the 
plaque ceremony.

A WATER company 
has been fined 
£150,000 for allowing 
raw sewage and 
ammonia to flow 
into a river on four 
occasions. 

More than 1,200 fish 
were killed during one 
of the leaks at Soham 
Lode - a watercourse 
which takes the outfall 
from Newmarket sew¬ 
age treatment works. 

In addition to the fines, 
Anglian Water, which runs 
the sewage works, was also 
ordered to pay £28,973 costs 
to the Environment Agency. 

The sentence was imposed 
by Judge John Holt at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

The company had been 
sent to crown court for 
sentence after admitting 
three charges and asking for 
a fourth to be considered. 

The court heard that a 
manager at the Newmarket 
works, Paul Hunter, tried to 
cover up an incident by falsi¬ 
fying and destroying rec¬ 
ords. He was subsequently 
sacked. 

Angela Morriss, pros¬ 
ecuting for the Environment 
Agency, said: “Whilst the 
company disassociates itself 
from the behaviour of this 
manager, it had placed him 
in a senior position in rela¬ 
tion to the works and failed 
to act upon concerns arising 
from its performance 
appraisal system.” 

In July 2006, while the 
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Environment Agency was 
investigating the release of 
high levels of ammonia in 
January of that year, reports 
came in about dead and 
distressed fish at Soham. 

During the following 48 
hours, 1,200 dead fish were 
removed from the river by 
Agency officers and the 
public. 

Within a few days it had 
been established that the 
cause of the pollution was 
Newmarket Sewage Treat¬ 
ment Works which had 
allowed large amounts of 
improperly treated sewage 
to discharge into the water¬ 
course when a pump failed. 

The Crown Court was told 
that one pump in the works 
had been switched off in¬ 
advertently and the other 
had tripped. 

An alarm had then been 
ignored and settled sewage 
had been discharged for 
about fifteen and a half 
hours. 

Miss Morriss said: 
“Anglian Water was aware of 
the failure by 11am on July 
28 but did not report the 
matter to the Environment 
Agency until July 31. 

The further release of 
excess ammonia was on 
September 4 of the same 
year. 

An alarm had been 
triggered two days earlier 
but a control centre tech¬ 
nician was told to ignore it.

Sale of Tote scotched 
by volatile economy 


THE sale of the Government-owned 
Tote betting business has been put off 
because of the economic crisis. 

The Tote, which employs dozens of 
part-time workers at Newmarket 
racecourse and other courses 
throughout the country, was due to be 
offered for sale this autumn as part of 
moves to reduce Government 
involvement in horse racing. 

But Sports Minister Gerry Sutcliffe 
said last week a sale was “not 
appropriate” in the current volatile 
market conditions. 

He said: “The Tote should be retained 
in public ownership for the medium- 
term and brought to the market when 
conditions are likely to deliver value 
for the taxpayer and racing.” 

Previous bids of up to £400 million 
have been rejected for the 
organisation, set up in 1928 as the 
only pool betting operation in the 
country. 


The Tote showed an increased gross 
profit of £163.6 million in July. 

It contributes to the horseracing 
industry through race sponsorship and 
racecourse improvements including 
those that have been made at 
Newmarket. 

The organisation employs more than 
4,000 people across the country - 
many of them part-timers employed at 
racecourses. But it also has 540 
betting shops making it the fourth 
largest bookmaker in the country. 
Trevor Beaumont, the Tote’s chief 
executive, said the decision had “lifted 
an immense weight from the 
shoulders of our staff”. 

He said: “We are delighted to have 
reached a position of clarity on the 
Government’s intention over the sale 
of the Tote. We are now looking to 
being able to drive the business 
forward from our headquarters in 
Wigan.”

Lifetime in Racing award for Willie 



EX-JOCKEY Willie Snaith has 
received a new honour. 

Mr Snaith, 80, is the latest winner of 
a Lifetime in Racing award as part 
of a scheme run by Racing Welfare, 
the Newmarket-based charity, and 
supported by The Racing Post 
Mr Snaith, who was made an MBE 
in the Queen’s Birthday Honours in 
2004 and has a road in Newmarket 
named after him, received the 
award from the Princess Royal at 
Fakenham racecourse on Friday. 

He rode 900 winners in a career 
which spanned three decades and 
included four winners for the Queen 
and one on a horse owned by the 
Queen Mother. 

Mr Snaith, who lives in Newmarket 
with his wife Silvia, started his 
racing career at the age of 15 when 
he weighed just 3 stone 8lbs. 
Having served his apprenticeship in 
Middleham, Yorkshire, with trainer 
Sam Armstrong, he settled in 
Newmarket in 1946 where he was 
to ride his first winner Chota Sahib 
for Mr Armstrong on the July 
Racecourse. 

Significantly, Chota Sahib means 
“small man” in Hindi and the horse 


proved lucky as the first of many 
winners. 

His career included narrowly 
missing out on victory in 1000 
Guineas at Newmarket in 1954. 
He still works in racing as a tour 


guide pointing out the sights of the 
town to visitors. 

Mr Snaith, who lives in an Injured 
Jockeys’ Fund flat at Hillside, 
Newmarket, said: “It was a great 
day and the Princess was fantastic.”

The fourth offence, taken 
into consideration by the 
court, happened in April 
this year when all 
incoming sewage was 
discharged straight into 
the Newmarket No 1 
Public Drain. 

An alarm which should 
have alerted engineers was 
switched off. 

After the hearing, 
company spokesman Dan 
Baker said: “Anglian Water 
apologises for the pollution 
incidents which occurred 
at the Newmarket sewage 
treatment works. 

“Protecting and enhan¬ 
cing the environment in 
which it operates is a key 
priority for Anglian Water 
and any event which 
causes damage or potential 
damage to the environ¬ 
ment is taken extremely 
seriously.” 

Mr Baker said that 
lessons had been learned 
from the incidents which 
led to the prosecution and 
steps taken and procedures 
tightened, including in 
relation to responses to 
alarms, in an effort to 
avoid similar situations in 
the future. 

He said the fine would 
not be passed on to 
customers and would be 
paid from company profits. 



Units help school to 
rise from the ashes

READY-MADE units are being fitted 
together to create a new school. 

The Portakabin sections will make up a 
new St Felix Middle School in 
Newmarket to replace the original, which 
was burned down in an arson attack on 
August 5. 

The 375 pupils are currently dispersed 
on three school sites in the town. 

It was hoped the replacement buildings 
would be ready for use next week after 
the half-term break. 

But it is now unlikely that the pupils will 
be able to move in until the end of 


November at the earliest. 

Although the buildings are nearing 
completion, they will have to be 
furnished and equipped. 

The first building units were delivered 
about 10 days ago. Each of the 
prefabricated sections weighs about five 
tonnes. 

Tony Bavington, headteacher, said: “It’s 
a massive undertaking. 

“The county council has got the gas, 
electric and telecoms companies 
working far in excess of the speed they 
normally would. 


“The logistical problems are enormous. 
We have equipment stored in a 
warehouse in Bury St Edmunds which 
will have to be brought here and put in 
the right places. 

“What I want to achieve is as near to a 
normal fully functioning school when we 
come back in January after the 
Christmas holidays.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, who represents 
Newmarket and Red Lodge on Suffolk 
County Council, visited the site to see 
what progress was being made. 


No tricks on

SHOPS have been asked to 
ban sales of flour and eggs 
to youngsters in the run-up 
to Hallowe’en tomorrow.

Diversions are 
signposted via The 
Causeway and Toyse Lane 
while the work is under 
way. 


Auction site cheat 
given work order 


A WOMAN who sold fake 
designer clothes on eBay 
has been sentenced to 175 
hours of unpaid commu¬ 
nity work and had her 
assets restrained by a 
court. 

Georgina Ellain Pettit was 
sentenced at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Tuesday for eight 
counts of selling goods bearing 
false trademarks. 

Cambridgeshire police and 
members of eBay’s special 
investigations team worked for 
18 months to secure the con¬ 
viction of Pettit, after discover¬ 
ing she was selling counterfeit 
designer clothes through the 
online auction site. 

Pettit, of Exning Road, 
Newmarket, claimed the mer¬ 
chandise had initially been 
purchased on eBay and denied 
the offences when she appeared 
in court in March this year. 

But the online auction site 
was able to prove this was not 
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the case and that Pettit, 53, had 
obtained the counterfeit goods 
from elsewhere. She was found 
guilty by a jury in September 
on all eight charges. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
sentenced Pettit to 175 hours of 
unpaid community work on 
each count, all to run con¬ 
currently. 

eBay welcomed the senten¬ 
cing and said it reinforced its 
commitment to tackling coun¬ 
terfeits online. 

Richard Ambrose, head of 
trust and safety for eBay UK, 
said: “Counterfeits are bad for 
rights owners and for eBay. The 
availability of these items 
undermines the trust our 
buyers have in the site. 

“We will do everything we 
can to tackle counterfeits on 
our site. Working closely with 
law enforcement agencies like 
the police and trading stand¬ 


ards is a vital part of this fight. 

“This collaborative approach 
has led to a 25 per cent 
reduction in the number of 
people having a bad experience 
or being defrauded on eBay in 
2008, sending a clear signal to 
criminals they won’t get away 
with illegal activity on our 
site.” 

Detective Constable Graham 
Ord, of Cambridgeshire police, 
said: “The public need to 
understand if they purchase 
designer goods wholesale, they 
should make all reasonable 
enquiries to ascertain that the 
person selling the goods has 
acquired them through 
legitimate means. 

“Georgina Pettit has had her 
assets restrained under the 
Proceeds of Crime Act and has 
been dealt with by the court.” 

In 2007 eBay removed more 
than two million potentially 
counterfeited listings and 
suspended approximately 
50,000 members from its sites.

‘Spooky’ 
fun but 
watch for 
hazards 

FIREFIGHTERS are 
urging people to watch 
out for fire hazards at 
Hallowe’en. 

Hollowed out pump¬ 
kin Jack O’Lanterns 
containing candles are 
the main worry - they 
present a fire risk to 
fancy dress costumes, 
furniture, curtains and 
even people’s hair. 

Chris Strickland, soon 
to be the new deputy 
chief fire officer for 
Cambridgeshire, said: 
“This is traditionally a 
time for spooky behav¬ 
iour and frightening 
fun, but make sure your 
celebrations are not 
terrifying for all the 
wrong reasons. 

“Candles are used 
heavily, not only to put 
inside pumpkins, but 
also to create a spooky 
atmosphere. This is fine, 
but make sure they are 
used correctly and 
ensure you do not leave 
them unattended.” 

He urged Hallowe’en 
revellers to ensure 
candles are placed in a 
draught-free area away 
from flammable mater¬ 
ials. Candles in pump¬ 
kin heads should be 
placed on a heat-res¬ 
istant surface. 


Lone voice backs 
phone mast plan 
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CONTROVERSY over 
plans for a second mob¬ 
ile phone mast in the 
same street has taken a 
new twist with an MP 
vowing to fight the plans 
and a dissenting town 
councillor arguing that 
they should be accepted. 

Newmarket Town Council 
has voted to “vigorously 
oppose” proposals by Vodafone 
to put up a mast in the town’s 
Exning Road less than a 
quarter of a mile from an 
existing mast put up earlier 
this year by rival phone 
company O 2 . 

But Cllr Richard Fletcher, 
who chairs the town council’s 
development and planning 
committee, argued that the 
council’s stance could 
prejudice their future con¬ 
sideration of a planning 
application by Vodafone. 

At this stage the company, 
through contractors Tyco 
Electronics, has launched a 
consultation exercise about 
proposals for a mast at the 
junction of Exning Road and 
Tannersfield Way.

He said there was no 
evidence to support claims 
that radio waves from mobile 
phone masts caused health 
problems. 

“It is frankly ludicrous to 
say a single telegraph pole 
with a small base station will 
spoil the street scene,” he said. 

But no-one at the town 
council meeting supported his 
move to turn down the recom¬ 
mendation from his com¬ 
mittee to oppose the mast. 

He previously abstained 


from voting when the issue 
was discussed at the com¬ 
mittee meeting earlier this 
month. 

In the meantime New¬ 
market’s MP, Richard Spring, 
has written to Forest Heath 
District Council, the planning 
authority, to urge that any 
application for a new mast in 
the area is turned down. 

The district council 
admitted earlier this year that 
it slipped up by failing to 
respond in time to not¬ 
ification from O 2 about the 
other mast which allowed the 
company to go ahead with its 
installation. 

Mr Spring is also due to 
meet Vodafone represent¬ 
atives next Tuesday to discuss 
the issue. 

Mr Spring said: “I have 
spoken to many angry 
constituents who are very 
concerned about the prospect 
of this second mobile phone 
mast. I will raise many of 
these concerns in the meeting 
next week.” 

Correspondence sent to the 
town council by Tyco 
explained that eight other 
sites had been considered for 
the single-pole mast. But all of 
them had been rejected as 
unsuitable.

Bid to clean up the ‘grot spots’ 


COUNCIL leaders have taken the 
first steps in a campaign to clean 
up Newmarket town centre. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, deputy mayor of 
Newmarket, took part in a 
walking survey of the town with 
fellow councillor Richard Fletcher 
and Lisa Rosenthal, Forest Heath 
District Council’s strategy 
manager, to view “grot spots” 
and other areas that need 
attention. 

Cllr Bailey has appealed to 
shopkeepers and other 
businesses to take responsibility 
for their immediate area and pick 
up litter and remove weeds. 


The town council does not have 
the staff, nor the responsibility, 
for rubbish clearance and has to 
rely on the district council. 

Cllr Mrs Bailey said: “Forest 
Heath is committed to working 
very closely with our town 
council to take our campaign 
forward. 

“Hopefully it will fit in with 
various campaigns they are 
planning, including the recent 
Big Tidy Up.” 

She responded to an accusation 
of being “patronising” by 
suggesting that businesses and 
individuals should take 


responsibility for their own areas. 
She said: “I had no intention of 
being patronising. But we’re just 
asking people to be aware that if 
it’s their property they should 
keep it clean. 

“The cleaner the town is, the 
more people will want to come in 
to visit and shop. 

“It will help shops in the long 
run.” 

She added that the district 
council had the power to serve 
legal notices on property owners 
to clean up land which was not 
in public ownership.

Tribute to Tony, 
past factory boss, 


who died 


A FORMER factory boss who 
helped start a number of 
businesses has died aged 96. 

Tony Mugford headed businesses 
in Exning Road, Newmarket, which 
employed 700 people at their 
busiest. 

Mr Mugford was a Lieutenant 
Colonel in military intelligence 
during the Second World War and 
joined the Pye group after the war. 

He came to Newmarket in the 
1940s to open Power Controls which 
produced co-axial plus and sockets 
for military use. 

In 1952 he was involved in the 
creation of Magnetic Devices on a 
neighbouring site to produce relays 
and solenoids for the UK and 
European market following an 
agreement with American company 
Guardian Electric. 

Eight years later, following a 
further licence agreement with the 
Elco Corporation in Philadelphia, 


aged 96 

Varelco was started producing 
connectors for the UK electronics 
industry. 

Derek Notley, a retired New¬ 
market businessman, said: “The 
formation and growth of these 
companies were in the forefront of 
bringing light industrial manufact¬ 
uring to this area, introducing new 
employment opportunities for 
many local people.” 

After his retirement Mr Mugford 
lived in Welwyn Garden City until 
his wife, Anne, died last year. Since 
then he has been in a care home in 
Oxford where he died on Friday, 
October 17. 

His funeral took place in Oxford 
on Thursday, October 23, and his 
family asked for donations to 
Rethink, a charity which is involved 
in a Cambridge campaign to tackle 
discrimination against people who 
have suffered mental illness.

Members of Forest 
Heath District Council 
have agreed that the 
issue, which will result in 
the closure of five middle 
schools in the Newmarket 
and Mildenhall areas as 
well as the possible 
closure of some primary 
schools, is so important 
that a special meeting is 
needed to discuss it. 

The meeting will be 
held before the December 
15 deadline for comments 
set by Suffolk County 
Council which is 
switching to a two-tier 
education system and 
closing all middle 
schools. 

The district council 
voted for a special meet¬ 
ing after hearing county 
council education chiefs 
outline the plans which 
will be phased in by 2012.

Rosalind Turner, 
director of children and 
young people’s services 
at the county council, 
told councillors on 
October 22, that exam 
results were lagging 
behind those of 
comparative counties 
and the moves between 
three schools was 
disrupting children’s 
learning. 

She said that only 
Bedfordshire and the Isle 
of Wight remained 
committed to maintain¬ 
ing three-tier schools. 

She told councillors 
that the county would 
“reasonable genuinely 
listen” to all comments 
made during the con¬ 
sultation process. 

She said: “All 

reasonable ideas will be 
considered.” 

In Newmarket the 
main issues, apart from 
the closure of the town’s 
two middle schools, is a 
proposal to close 
Paddocks Primary 
school and “merge” it 


with Houldsworth Valley 
primary school. 

But Joy Stoddart, the 
county council’s lead 
officer for the reorgani¬ 
sation, said that there 
was still the option of 
leaving the primary 
schools as “separate 
entities.” 

Cllr Ruth Allen said 
she had heard that 
teachers were already 
leaving schools because 
of the changes. 

But Mrs Turner said: 
“Jobs are holding up. We 
don’t have a huge 
number of vacancies.” 

She said there were 
opportunities to consider 
setting up “federation” 
or “all-through” schools 
spread over a number of 
different sites. 

But she said: “What’s 
non-negotiable is that we 
want the best for our 
children.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst 
proposed a special meet 
ing to discuss the district 
council’s response. He 
said: “This is the most 
important issue we have 
had since I’ve been a 
councillor.”

Detection rate 
beats target 


POLICE in New¬ 
market are among 
the most successful 
in the region at 
catching criminals. 

The detection rate for 
the Newmarket sector is 
44 per cent - beating the 
target figure of 32 per 
cent and better than the 
average for the whole of 
the Suffolk force which 
was 33.5 per cent. 

The figures for the six 
months since April have 
just been released for the 
county and local figures 
have been reported to the 
town council by Insp 
Simon Clifton, who has 
just taken over at the 
town’s police station. 

Reported crime in the 
area which includes Exn- 
ing is down by about 10 
per cent compared to the 
same time last year with 
a total of 1,176 crimes.

Violent crime, which 
had previously been on 
the increase, is also down 
with 320 offences com¬ 
pared to 401 in the same 
six months of last year. 

Insp Clifton told the 
councillors that the 
detection rate was “very 
pleasing”. 

He said that detected 
crimes included those 
where offenders were 
cautioned or repri¬ 
manded as well as 
prosecuted. 

He said one reason for 
the high detection rate 
was that more people in 
the town were willing to 
come forward as wit¬ 
nesses. 

In response to a 
question from Cllr 


Richard Fletcher at the 
town council’s monthly 
meeting, Insp Clifton said 
that Suffolk was not one 
of the counties recently 
criticised for incorrectly 
recording crime. 

Cllr Fletcher said there 
was a perception that 
public order in the town 
was worse than the 
figures suggested on 
weekend evenings. 

But Insp Clifton said 
some incidents which did 
not constitute a crime 
were not recorded. 

Police horses from the 
City of London force 
joined local officers on 
patrol in the town at 
night on Friday and 
Saturday 

It was the latest visit by 
mounted police from the 
capital to help reduce 
street incidents when the 
town is busy 


No further action against youths

A COMMUNITY 
history group has 
launched an appeal 
to raise £150,000 in a 
bid to create a town 
centre museum.

“It was quite an 
important place in 
medieval times and has 
produced some very 
significant figures, such 
as the abolitionist 
Olaudah Equiano and 
William Case Morris, 
who is known as the ‘Dr 
Barnado of Argentina’. 


“He has football 
stadiums and railway 
stations named after him 
in South America, but 
nothing in his home 
town, where very few 
people know about him. 

“A museum would help 
change this. Soham has a 
very significant past and 
we need a place where 
people can explore it 
properly” 

Mrs Martin is now 
establishing a museum 
trust, but is hoping a 
benefactor will emerge to 
help the group purchase 
the High Street site, which 
is now up for grabs. 

“We hope somebody out 
there will look at what we 
want to do and the work 
we have put in over the 
last 10 years and see we 
mean business. 

“If we could wait six 
months or so we could get 
the funding, but we have 
not got the time to wait.”

No buyers for £3.5m 
10-bedroom house 


ONE of the most 
expensive houses to go 
on the market in the 
region remains unsold 
with a £3.5 million price 
tag. 

The Kremlin, a Victorian 
house off The Severals, Bury 
Road, Newmarket, has been up 
for sale since the summer. 

Another house offered for 
the same price, Willowbrook, 
in Chaucer Road, Trumping- 
ton, has been sold, although the 
final agreed price has not been 
revealed. 

The Kremlin, which is 
separate from nearby stables 
and a former stud farm with 
the same name, stands in three 
acres of grounds. 

It has up to 10 bedrooms, 
nine bath and shower rooms, 
three kitchens - including one 
for a butler and one for a maid 
- a swimming pool and a 
separate three-bedroom 
bungalow in the grounds.

A spokeswoman for agents 
Carter Jonas said the owners, 
who have not been identified, 
did not want the sale to be 
given publicity and she was 
unable to give any more details 
than those appearing on the 
company’s website. 

It is thought to be the single 
most expensive property to go 
on the market in Newmarket. 

Kremlin House was formerly 
owned by racehorse trainer, 
the Hon George Lambton, and 
his family for 30 years until it 
was sold by his son Teddy in 
1969 to another trainer, Jeremy 
Hindley. 

It is believed to have gone 
through several changes of 
ownership since then. 

It was built in 1874 for 


Russian Prince Dimitri 
Soltykoff. He had horses in 
training with his own trainers 
who included Tom Jennings 
senior. 

The prince died in 1903 and 
the stables and stud farm have 
since been split from the house. 

An unconnected property on 
the market for lease in 
Newmarket is Wyck Hall Stud 
in Dullingham Road. 

The 105-acre stud farm with 
43 stable boxes includes a 
three-bedroom manager’s 
house and a pair of semi¬ 
detached cottages. 

The stud, owned by Jockey 
Club Estates, is being offered 
on a 10-year lease through 
Cambridge-based agents 
Bidwells. 

It was built in the 1920s for 
Derby winner Call Boy and has 
been used for horse breeding 
since then. But it could be used 
as a racehorse training yard, 
subject to the relevant plan¬ 
ning permission.

Uncovering diversity

DESPITE the painful 
memory and shocking after 
effects of the London 7/7 
bombings, there has been 
precious little response to 
the tragedy from musicians. 
From levees breaking and mining 
disasters to the Vietnam war and 
Thatcher’s reign, songwriters 
throughout history have always 
been on hand to offer their own 
take on world events. 

But composer, DJ and multi- 
instrumentalist Nitin Sawhney’s 
new album, London Undersound, 
strikes a lonely chord with its 
opening track, Days of Fire, which 
features rapper Natty telling his 
own story of the events in the 
capital during the summer of 
2005. 

“Natty was there at Tavistock 
Square on 7/7 when the bus 
exploded and a couple of weeks 
later he was just a few train 
carriages behind Jean Charles de 
Menezes being shot,” Nitin 
explains. “I thought that it was an 
amazing piece of synchronicity 
and also made for a great starting 
point for the album, given that I’d

A gearshift indicator in the 
instrument panel tells you when 
it’s best to change up for 
maximum economy, and once you 
get into the sprit of eco-driving, 
it’s hard not to feel pleased with 
yourself for being so thrifty.

Adrian 
Rushmore, 
managing editor 
of Glass’s Guide, 
said: “This new 
survey illustrates 
how attitudes 
towards higher- 
polluting cars are 
hardening. 
Household 
budgets are being 
squeezed ever¬ 
more tightly, and 
consumers are 
looking for new 
ways to reduce 
their outgoings. 

“The findings 
highlight just how 
keen motorists 
are to cut the cost 
of owning and 
running their 
cars. Concerns 
about running 
costs are not 
likely to go away, 
and we expect 
further shifts in 
demand during 
the short and 
medium term.” 

He added a note 
of caution for 
those thinking of 
moving to diesel. 

“There are 
certainly benefits 
to driving a 
diesel, with 
greater fuel 
efficiency and 
lower vehicle 
excise duty - or 
‘road tax’. But 
buyers need to be 
aware that these 
models tend to 
cost more to 
purchase than 
their petrol 
counterparts, and 
it can take years 
to recoup this 
investment
